Sheriff's Deputies Warned 


In Advance But Could Not 
Stay Mob 


SAXTA ROSA, CAL, Dec. 10.—Dis- 


daining to await the processes of the 
law, a mob of 100 men swooped down 
on the Sonoma-co jail early today for 
the second time within a weeTc, for- 
ciblp seized George Boyd, 
Terrence 


Fitts and Charles Valenti, alleged 
slayers of Sheriff James A. Petray, 
Miles Jackson and Lester Doorman, 
and hanged them from the limb of a. 
tree in a cemetery three-quarters of a 
mile from town. 


Boyd, Fitts and Valento were 
to 


have been taken into court today. The 
pleas of Sheriff John Boyes, successor 
to the slain sheriff, James A. Petray, 
that the law be allowed to punish the 
three prisoners, were unheeded. 


The mob, apparently well organized, 


stormed the jail, posted numbers of 
their own band on guard, overpowered 
Sheriff Boyes at the points of a dozen 
revolvers and took his keys. They then 
unlocked the cells and removed Boyd, 
Fitts and Valento. 
Fifteen, minutes 


later the bodies of the men were hang- 


• ing from the same limb of a tree pro- 


jecting over the fence of the grave- 
yard. 


Boyd, who was in the insane ward of 


the jail suffering from' a gunshot 
"wound and peritonitis was the first 
prisoner to be seized. He made no 
outcry. 
The masked leaders of the 


mob then made their way to the tarfks 
where Fitts* and Valento were and, un- 
locking the doors with the 
sheriff's 


keys, seized the prisoners. 
Valento 


and Fitts screamed in terror but their 
cries were unhe'eded. 


The mob descended on the jail 


shortly after midnight, entering the 
town from the eastward in. 15 automo- 
biles. All of its'members were masked 
and the plans for the 
seizure and 


lynching of the mob apparently had 
been carefully worked out. 


Earlier In the evening Sheriff Boyes 


had received a telephone "tip" that 
he had "better be at the cemetery at 
half past twelve, as something was go- 
ing to happen." Instead of going to 
the cemetery the sheriff went to his 
offices in. the jail, taking with him five 
deputies. 


When the battery of autos arrived 


at the jail all wires were quickly cut 
and the leaders forced-their way into 
Sheriff Boyes' office. 


"My God, boys, let them go," the 


sheriff pleaded. "They're coming into 
court today and they will surely be 
convicted and hanged. Leave it to the 
law." 


"Not after that," was the answer of 


one of the leaders as he pointed to a 
draped picture of the late Sheriff Pe- 
tray that hung on the wall. 


The affair took place in a driving 


rain which served to deaden the 
sound of the mob's operation. 
The 


lurid glare of the auto headlights il- 
luminated the scene of the hanging. 


Sheriff Boyes said today that he had 


not recognized any of the members of 
the party. 
There was no pursuit as 


the members of the mob disappeared 
in their automobiles after the lynch- 
ing. 


Coroner Frank H. Phillips was no- 


tified and early today he cut down the 
bodies and removed them to 
thft 


morgue. 


A few moments after the lynching 


townspeople began to straggle out to 
the cemetery and, as the word of the 
lynching spread, crowds began assem- 
bling from all parts of Sonoma-co. 
Many of those in the crowd demanded 
pieces of the rope with which the men 
were hanged for souvenirs. 
Several 


asked Sheriff Boyes to leave the 
bodies hanging that all the county 
might view them. 


Boyd, Valento and Fitts and a 


•woman named Dorothy Quinlan were 
arrested Sunday afjer a gun fight with 
Sheriff Petray and deputies in fe local 
hotel. It was alleged that the men 
•were members of gangs guilty of re- 
cent crimes in San Francisco
